All 
receive tho snmo caro and tho panic 
instruction. All who are physically 
able arc required to work two and a 
half hours each day, and to give live 
hours to their studies. The remain 
uu's of tho day are their own for 
play, the same as with children at 
Tho work of the house, swoop 
ing, dnsting, cleaning, chamber work, 
dish washing, etc, absorbs the bulk of 
tho labor, still there are about N who 
find work in tho State bindery and as 
many more in the printing office and 
shoe Bhop. For this work no pay is 
giren except for BUch as is done on 
Saturday afternoons — B legal holiday 
that (hoy may improve industriously 
for the replenishment of their p 

books. Many of them are good, first 
class hands at what they do, and work 
with a -rigor that plainly tells that 
they all work b.v tho piece. Saturday 
afternoon last there were fortj 
persons at work in the bindery, two- 
thirds of whom were girls. Out of 
the forty sight, nine could apeak, and 
nine others wore mutes who had left 
school, and worked regularly as did 
any other journeymen. The remain- 
ing thirty were the boys and girls of 
the institute: and tins is about the 

proportion in which the work of the 
bindery is done. The amount of work 
turned out at the State bindery is aim- 
pry tremendous. Ton years ago the 
State did but a mere fraction of the 
printing and binding that, it now does. 
The expenses in this direction could 
b« out down fifty per cent, withoutdis- 
adTantage in any way. Tho deaf nnd 
dumb e-irls in tho bindery arc chiefly 
employed in st.itehine and folding, 
while the Imyii leive a rather wider 

field. Tho State pays them 83 cents 
per thousand for folding, and the same 
for stitching. Thej nuike about one 
dollar B day. The boys make a little

A 
12x24 inch engine supplies all the 
power for the institution, including 
tho pumping of the water supply into 
throe large iron tanks placed in tho at- 
tic of the main building, holding 280 
bills., from which it is drawn as re- 
quired. 

THE KITCHEN 

for the supply of this family of five 
hundred persons . is not the imposing 
institution that it might reasonably be 
expected to be. The room is but 
about 40x50, and the apparatus for 
cooking, stewing, boiling, and so on, 
makes but an insignificant showing. 
Two common medium-sized ranges 
stand in one corner, where they have 
done duty since the building was erect- 
ed : and thon a steam table about 2x5 
foot, a couple of copper kettles for tea 
and coffee, and an iron pot for meat, 
complete the outfit. Two women with 
these appliances do the cooking, and 
do it well, for the 500 persons. The 
pUpils, of course, render incidental as- 
sistance in and about the kitchen, and 
dd the greater part of the work in "the 
dining-rooms. 

The superintendant, tho steward, 
matrons, and others of the officers are 
regularly in the dining-room of the 
pupils to repress boisterousnese or 
undue jocularity. Of course, as the 
paupers are like well-fed colts, consid- 
erable repressive force has to bo used, 
or made apparent, to keep them with- 
in the bounds.

An engineer and two assistants run 
the heating and power department 
Heating, cooking, and all are by steam. 
Among the attachments to the insti- 
tution is a 

CARPENTER SHOP, 

in which are employed two men who 
are kept busy in making the general 
repairs of furniture, doors, windows 
and so on. Little changes, the neces- 
sities of which have become apparent 
during the use of the building, are 
done by these men with economy and 
convenience. The pupils do not work 
in the carpenter shop beyond repair- 
ing their stilts, ball clubs and the like. 
There is no 

GYMNASIUM 

under shelter, though fair provision is 
made in the open yard in the way of 
swings, bars, and the like. There is 
one large bare room in the basement 
devoted to playing, and the pupils are 
allowed to wander pretty much at will 
during the hours of recreation all over * 
the building and grounds. 

NEWSTArER FILES 

have been provided, and many pub- 
lishers send their papers to the institu- 
tion, but it has been found impracti- 
cable to keep thorn upon the tables. A 
boy will not stand up and read when 
ho can quiotly pocket the paper and 
carry it to some comfortable seat and 
read it at his leisure. 

OFFICERS QUARTERS. 

The provisions for those who live 
in tho building is upon a fairly liberal 
scale. The Superintendent, Mr. Fay, 
hns four ordinary sized residence rooms 
ou the first floor, and a bed-room. The 
room for tho matrons, teachers, and 
others are on the third floor. The 
matrons have each a room ; the teach- 
ers are two in a room and the domes- 
tics three. 

There are four or fiye rooms provid- 
ed for tho 

QUESTS OF THE INSTITUTION. 

To relieve the anxiety of parents 
about their children they are encour- 
aged to stop a day or two when they 
first bring them to the institution, and 
are also invited to sometimes visit 
thorn during tho sessions. 

There have boon some ill-natured 
remarks in the papers about these vis- 
itors, but a moment's reflection will 
convince any humanly-disposed person 
that the provision 'for them is em- 
inently proper. The State's purpose 
is to provide a humanely administer, 
school for these children, whore they 
will receive as tender care as at home, 
and then to convince the parents of 
such children that such an institution 
has actually been provided. In no 
other way can this conviction be had 
except by allowing the parents to be 
with their children in the institution a 
day or two, so as to see exactly how 
they are to faro. The hospitality thus 
extended has not been abused to any 
considerable extent, and is of easy 
regulation. 

THE AUDIENCE HALL 

is a very fine room 40x90 with the seats 
ascending in a gentle curve from the 
stage. The walls are lettered with 
rather an undue number of pious re- 
marks, still such exhuberance may do 
no great harm. 

THE HOSriTAIS 

are two cosy room, one for boys and 
one for girls. They were empty ex- 
cepting as they were being used as 
comfortable and quiet places in which 
to get lessons. 

IN CONCLUSION, 

it is only to be remarked that, notwith- 
standing tho unquestionably low rates 
at which the supplies of the institution 
are bought, it costs entirely too much 
to maintain it A child is in the insti- 
tution but about 42 weeks out of 
tho year, and receives only board and 
instruction while there, yet it actual- 
ly costs the people of the State for 
such main toi nance well on toward $300. 
This is about $7 a week for a child's 
board and instruction. It is unques- 
tionably entirely too much. Divide the 
sum by two and it would still be too 
high. The way I arrive at such fig- 
ures is: — current supplies of the insti- 
tution, $80,000 ; interest on cost of 
building at 6 per cent, $86,000 ; mak- 
ing a total of $116,000. This divided 
by the number of weeks of attend- 
ance, gives $6.90 as» the cost of the 
week's board and tuition of a child. 

The first cost of these children's ra- 
tions, cooked, cannot exceed one dol- 
lar a week. 

I have not the time to figure the 
whole matter, but suggest that Mr. 
Alexander give the same the benefit of 
some of his arithmetic. 

The building is in excellent repair 
and has never even had a new coat of 
paint in any part nor does it need one.

Editoh Jouknaj. : — In my other let- 
ter I promised to give my opinion of 
Aroostook county, otherwise known as 
the garden spot of Maine. 

Aroostook comity has an area of 
nearly seven thousand square miles; 
or about one-lifth of the whole State, 
and at present contains one hundred 
and eighty townships. If is more than 
four times as largo as Ithodo Island ; 
a third larger than Connecticut ; three- 
fourths as large afljWr it; four- 

lifths as large as New Hampshire, and 
nearly as large as Massachusetts. It 
is situated between the forty-sixth and 
forty-seventh degrees of north latitude, 
being further south than most of the 
State of Michigan, the northern part 
of Wisconsin, andmorojthan half the 
State of Minnesota. It is watered by 
the St John Kiver and smaller streams, 
the principal of which uro tho Aroos- 
took, the Madawaskii, and tho Mednx- 
oekaeg. There are few elevations that 
can be dignified by the name of mora 
tains, Mars Hill, near tho eastern 
boundary, in tho town of the same 
name, being the most elevated. 

In my last article I stated that I had 
left my cousin at Houlfon, he being 
I home by a letter. Leaving 1 1 old-

When the 
Dr.'s discourse was completed Dr. 
Johnson interpreted his socond ad- 
dress to the pupils by signs. 

This morning Dr. G. and the writer 
made addresses to the pupils in the 
chapel, after which Dr. Johnson in- 
le with him and his 
brother William about the town and 
country.

Elisha Franklin, of Virginia, by bill, 
asks Congress to grant him 160 acres 
of bounty land Hon. Geo. W. Pat-

The colored people are dai- 
ly growing more and more dissatisfied 
with their condition, and it can not be 
expected that they will long allow 
themselves to be robbed of all their 
rights — civil and political. Local 
clubs have already begun to agitate 
these questions, and the future is preg- 
nant with great changes in the con- 
dition of colored people in this coun- 
try. 

The joint resolution introduced in 
the House taking the completion of 
the Washington Monument out of the 
hands of those who have controlled the 
management for more than twenty 
years is a move in the right din 
During all this time appeals have been 
made for funds, which have been re- 
sponded to by Sabath-schools, lodgep, 
associations, and benevolent persons 
all over the land ; and yet, so far as 
the donors know, the funds have gone 
"where the woodbine twineth." Such 
a change will be hailed with patriotic 
joy, and all the people will say amen. 

The amount of money to be paid out 
by the Treasury to the soldiers as ar- 
rears of pensions under the act just 
past will put into circulation, during 
the next year, at least $100,000,000. 
The effect of distributing among the 
people such an amount of money will 
set in motion idle industries in every 
part of our country. 

Millions upon millions of foreign 
gold is coming to our shores to pur- 
chase the products of our vast do- 
main and our workshops. Agencies 
so potent will add at least $350,000,000 
to our circulating medium. Already 
the signs of reviving activity are Seen 
on every hand, and speculative schemes 
will soon be as popnlar as during the 
most inflated period of the war. 

Secretary Sherman has won the ad- 
miration of the men of all parties for 
accomplishing resumption n 
great opposition. It is scarcely pos- 
sible now to find any man who will ad- 
mit he was an opponent. The rapid 
exchange of our six per cent. bOHd 
for four per cents, is another encour- 
aging feature of the times. This dif 
ference in interest will have ft tonic ef- 
fect upon our ) chequer. The 
signs of the times are most encourag- 
ing and auspicious.
